HARBOR GRACE, Nfid., June 25.—The “Southe 
ern Cross,” aerial conqueror of the Pacific, today adde 
ed the Atlantic to its triumphs, carrying Captain 
Charies Kingsford-Smith and three companions, the 
giant tri-motored machine landed here at 5:56 a.mg 
(E.S.T.) today after a 31! hours’ flight from Irelands 
| The fliers immediately made plans for flying to New 
York—then to San Francisco—virtually completing @ 


round the world trip for the “Southern Cross”. 
It is believed that the quartet will hop off soma 
time tonight on the thirteen hour journey to New York 


| SPEED FLIGHT AVERAGES % 
80 MILES AN HOUR : 

The “Southern Cross” averaged 80 miles an hour dure 
ing the greater part of the flight. Everything ran without 
a hitch until the plane encountered heavy fog and compass 
trouble developed. Tribute to the bearings given by the 
Cape Race and Bell Island radio stations was paid by the 
airmen, who said they would have been helpless had it not& 
been for the directional assistance accorded 

A trying time was experienced in the dense fog, which 
hung on after Harbor Grace was notified that landing was 
intended there, For two hours the plane hovered over the 
| air port, trying to locate it through the mist. Eventually 
the ship descended low enough for the field to be seen, and 
made a perfect landing 

The fliers, deafened by the long continuous noise of the 
engines, were given a hearty reception by Harbor Grace 
citizens. Then they sought breakfast, talked briefly of the 
dangers they had encountered and then all sought sleep,

} Capt. Kingsford-Smith credited the radio with havin 
saved himself and his companions, but said a shortage o 
gasoline was responsible for their having failed to reach the 
United States 

He was brief in his comments. He said 

“Only for the wonderful wireless radio we would never 
have been able to land here. We had a rotten night. We flew 
over this territory almost all night waiting for a chance 
to land. We were in the air more than 32 hours and exe 
perienced very foggy weather and trouble with the compass, 
| These caused delay. We will leave for New York at daye 
| break tomorrow after refuelling. We were hoping to reach 
| New York without a stop, but shortage of gas prevented 
| this. We will fly to San Francisco after reaching New York, 
an around-the-world flight.”

THE MUNICIPALITIES 

Edmonton welcomes today the dele- 
gates to the convention of the Union of 
Alberta Municipalities. The circum- 
stances invest this year’s gathering 
with even more than the usual interest, 
and may make it one of more than or- 
dinary importance. The changed con- 
ditions have reacted upon the munici- 
palities in much the same way and con- 
fronted them for the time with difficul- 
ties which are common to all. There is 
an immediate advantage therefore in a 
conference at which representatives of 
these units will discuss their problems, 
with a view to learning from each other 
and perhaps paving the way for co-oper- 
ative action in regard to some questions 
of general concern. 

A very full program has been ar- 
ranged for the two day gathering, cov-

The politicians of the United States 
may not understand that a too rigid ex- 
clusion of pg products means the 
cutting down of exports, or they may 
have disregarded that fact under pres- 
sure from particular interests. The in- 
vesting public are under no delusions on 
the subject. They proclaim their opin- 
ion that the new tariff is a hlow to 
United States industry generally by 
selling their stock holdings at bargain 
counter prices.

Canadians'may see in the reaction in 
Wall Street proof that the sounder pub- 
lic policy is to look for opportunities to 
exchange products with other peoples 
on a basis of mutual advantage. Even 


the United States cannot “blast” a way 
for its manufactured goods into other 
markets; it will have to pay for their ad- 
mission with reciprocal concessions. The

Such is the finding of Dr, Frederick 
L. Pierce, who has gone into the 
matter carefully and will publish his 
results in a book to be called: 
“Dreams and Personality.” In a 
group of eighteen persons whose 
dreams he studied minutely, he 
found eight “like” and ten “unlike,” 
but the proportion holds as well for 
a larger group of 200 dreamers 
whose records he has in his exten- 
sive files, 

But the next result is striking. 
Among those who are the same per- 
sonalities awake or adream, women 
decidedly preponderate and men are 
rather scarce, while men are in the 
majority of thore whose dream- 
selves are in contrast, mild or mark- 
ed, with the waking self. Mr. 
Pierce's explanation is that the 
dream-life is chiefly emotional; and 
women by nature and by traditional 
privilege express their emotions more 
freely in everyday life than men. 

Naturally it isn't always easy to 
classify cases, for the dreams seem 
at times to continue the occupations 
and interests and at times follow 
clues denied a hearing in the wake- 
a-day world. We all do some “like” 
dreaming and some “unlike”; it's a 
matter of degree and dominance. 
Yet even when the daytime interests 
are continued, they assume a dram- 
atic, or a symbolic, or even a mystic 
form, and if you are inclined to fan- 
tasy, even when awake and do a 
good deal of day-dreaming, you be- 
come a candidate for the ‘like” class. 


On This

dreams pretty good copy or stories, 
revealing a side of her life that her 
friends know nothing about. 

There is another, indeed many 
another factor that enters into the 
likeness or unlikeness of our dream- 
ing ard waking selves; such is the 
tendency to dream in terms of the 
present, or to go back to childhood 
and youthful impressions. Dreams, 
like personalities, are of many kinds 
and by virtue of the same variations 
that make all sorts and conditions of 
men and minds. 

The two orders of dreamers-—then 
and in a measure many of us in- 
dulge in or are victims of both—are 
in general those who seek or find in 
dream-life a continuation and ful- 
fillment (the “like” type), and thoce 
whose dream-life is a compensation 
for what is denied in reality (the 
“unlike” type). We might loosely 
say that if content and absorbed we 
live in dreams as we do awake; if 
maladjusted and deprived we mould 
our dreams nearer to our heart's 
desire. But that isn’t wholly true, 
nor the whole truth; because s0 
much else goes into the making of 
a dream. In so far as in the dream- 
drama the characters are variations 
or our own personalities, actor and 
spectator are fused; yet also for 
some the world’s a stage, and for 
others the stage of fantasy the more 
real world. It might be interesting 
to ask yourcelf whether that self is 


like or unlike the self of your 
dreams.

At least there is 
little prospect that either the federal or 
the provincial governments would un- 
dertake the project alone: and when 
the route comes to be considered muni- 
cipal interests will be very directly in- 
volved. 

It would be sanguine to suppose that 
a single conference can clear up all the 
preliminaries and definitely plan the un- 
dertaking. But what may be expected 
is a free discussion as to whether the 
public would approve the scheme at this 
time, and a candid expression of opinion 
on that phase of the question. Many as 
are the considerations which urge the 
construction of the road, the fact re- 
mains that the taxpayers have never 
been consulted on the matter, and if any 
progress is to be made the Dominion 
and provincial Governments will have to 
join in placing responsibility for the 
outlay. 


THE BACKGROUND 


Nine years ago Canada was in ~ con- 
dition which those who were fesidents 
of the country at that time can easily 
recall; which in fact they are not at 
all likely to forget. 

The country was loaded with a debt 
of nearly two and a half billion dollars, 
mounting every year by the addition 
of a deficit of alarming proportions 
With the exception of the C.P.R., the 
railways were unanimously bankrupt. 
Depression was general. Unemploy- 
ment was widely prevalent. People 
were leaving the country in great num- 
bers. The farmers were having poor 
times. Industry was dormant. Trade 
was quiet. 

t was worse, the future was 
blank and the public dispirited. The 
Government railways were regarded as 
“white elephants”. There has probably 
never been a time when public confid- 
ence was at so low an ebb in this 
Dominion. There was no such thing as 
investment. There were buyers abroad 
for only a limited range of our products. 
Europe was commercially dead, with no 
immediate prospect of revival 

There was lacking everywhere the 
confidence and hope which alone can 
inspire industry and kindle enterprise.

Answer: Some of the first signs 
are extreme weakness, afternoon 
temperature, and a slight cough, but 
im some cases the onset is quite 
sudden and develops from a hard 
cold. Everyone shou!d have peri- 
odical examinations made so that 
such diseases can be discovered in 
their incipient stages. One who is 
nat subject to colds or catarrh is 
less likely to develop tuberculosis, 
but ene may just as readily develop 
some other disease to which there 
is a latent predisposition.

Foods Beneficial to Hair 

Question: Mrs. P. R. asks: “What 
would cause a constant loss of hair? 
Also I wish to know which foods 
contain minerals beneficial to the 
hair. Does the violet ray help to 
bring blood to the scalp?” 

Answer: A loss of hair may re- 
sult from several causes, such as 
fever toxemia during a fever, poor 
circulation of the scalp, diseases of 
the scalp, or a lack of mineral ele- 
ments in the diet. The mineral that 


is usually lacking is silicon, and it | 


is found most abundantly in the fol- 
lowing foods: Asparagus, cucumber, 
lettuce, bran, dandelion, parsnips, 
fruit skins, strawherries, and beets. 
If the hair roots are not entirely 
dead, a well balanced diet containing 
a g00d proportion of these foods, ac- 
companied by a vigorous massage of 
the scalp and any other treatments 
which will increase the circulation 
should be beneficial. The violet ray, 
while not especially helpful to grow- 
ing the hair, might assist in increas- 
ing the local circulation. I have 
usually found that the ultra-violet 
ray is more satisfactory for 
purpose, This ray is also present 
in sunlight and it is new not an un- 
usual sight to see men going with-

After Dozen Years in 
In Texas

SHANGHAI, June 25.—After living 
a dozen years in the Texan cow coun- 
try, Yee Wing-chew, a native of Can- 
ton, has returned to China with a 


bankroll of seven figures. Wing made 
his money selling groceries and sup- 
plies to ranchers. He made so much 
of it, in fact, that he intends spend- 
ing the next year riding ocean liners 
and seeing the world 

With only a few dollars in his poc- 
ket he and his wife left Canton for 
the United States twe decades ago. 
They first settled in San Francisco, 
but Wing didn't seem to make a suc- 
cess of anything there. At first he 
went into the laundry business. Then 
he tried a fruit market. That proved 
a failure. There was too much com- 
petition. He decided to try his luck 
elsewhere. A_fricnd told him to go 
to El Paso. The trip cost most of his 
Savings.

After working 
as a clerk in a smal! Chinese shop in 
the Panhandle metropolis, Wing went 
into business for himself. This time 
he made a success. 

Recently Wing decided to take a

Leav- 
‘ng his wife in charge of the business 
he bought tickets to Shanghai. 

Both in manner and speech, Wing
